Dig Deep to Retrain and Dump Die recession 


Moulton College has recently upgraded its Mechanical Handling provision and 
has secured approval to train and assess the Construction Plant Competence 
Scheme (CPCS). 


CPCS is the largest and most 
highly recognised card scheme for 
the plant industry. It helps to 
demonstrate the operating skills 
and health and safety awareness 
of construction workers. 

The Scheme provides a single 
skills card for the plant sector of 
the construction industry. It was 
launched in 2003, since when over 
280,000 cards have been issued 
across 60 categories of plant and 
machinery. 

CPCS is recognised by the Major 
Contractors Group (MCG) and 
Major House Builders Group 
(MHBG) as the preferred card to 
comply with codes of practice for 
competence and certification. 
There are no age requirements for 
Scheme membership. However, in 
some cases legislation or 
company policy regarding the use 
of plant or equipment may specify 


different age limits for a specific 
working environment. This may 
result in the cardholder being 
prevented from using that plant or 
equipment. 

• Basic training and competency 
standards are defined by the 
Scheme for: 

• plant operators - Digger, 
Dumper & telescopic forklift 

• slinger/signallers 

• individuals securing plant and 
equipment to vehicles/trailers 
for transportation 

• individuals planning and 
controlling lifting operations. 

The CPCS card is being offered in 
addition to the Mechanical 
Handling NVQs already delivered at 
Moulton College.

Design Students help nromote the 
proposed refuiblshnient of Moulton Church 

Moulton’s vicar, Revd Peter Breckwoldt, approached design staff at 
Moulton College to see if they could help promote the proposed 
refurbishment of the parish church, after seeing students’ work at the 
annual end of year Furniture & Design exhibition. 



Lecturer Peter Clapson was delighted to receive the 
request which would provide students with experience 
on a ‘live’ project and could have a positive impact on 
Moulton village. It was decided that the best way to 
promote the proposed refurbishment was to build a 
professional standard model of the church showing 
the new arrangement of the interior. Students 


researched church refurbishment and model making 
methods before becoming ‘apprentices’, to assist 
members of staff during the planning and construction 
phase. 

The model is made up of sections constructed from 
foam board sandwiched between card. These were 
finished with plaster, which was then painted with a 
base coat. The brick detail was drawn on using 
watercolour pencils. Once completed the sections 
were glued together, then mounted onto a presentation 
(wooden) board. The interior was furnished with 
chairs, which are easily moved, for flexibility, to 
accommodate different uses for the church. 

Peter Breckwoldt said, "This is great piece of work. 
The students and staff have done a fantastic job to 
bring to life in miniature, our exciting and ambitious 
plans to refurbish the St Peter and St Paul's church. 
This project is a marvellous demonstration of how the 
local church and college are working in partnership 
to enhance educational experience for students in our 
county. This superb model will be prominently 
displayed in our church buildings ."

in place and a ‘dramatic 
improvement in the finance 
service following the 
appointment of a new 
director of finance in March 
2007.’ 

Leader of the council Cllr 
Tony Woods said: “In 2004 the 
council was classed as ‘poor’ 
by the Audit Commission and 
by 2007 we had gone 
backwards, we were even 
worse. 


“What we have done over 
the last 18 months is started 
to improve. 

“What we needed to have 
was a benchmark. 

“We asked IdeA to come in 
and do a review of where we 
are.” 

The report goes into detail 
about the council’s structure 
and performance. 

Cllr Woods added: “It is 
saying we are on track. 

“It is saying that we have 
got a lot of the basics right 
now and to be fair it has 
pointed out the areas we still 
have to tackle. 


“We hope this is a strong 
indication that the council 
will soon be out of 
government intervention 
which we have been in since 
2004. 

“We have got a very old 
fashioned council. 

“In 18 months-two years 
we basically need to 
revolutionise it. 

“That may mean that we 
change the way we do some 
things. 

“We are trying working 
with others rather than do it 
all ourselves. 

“We have reached base

A SHORT film set in 
Northampton highlights the 
issues of drugs and 
prostitution. 

The new film is based on a true story 
of a woman whose life was torn apart.

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Card fraud at stations 
being investigated 

A NORTHAMPTON petrol station is the 
latest to fall victim to card fraud. 

Police said on Tuesday some 50 bank cards 
have been affected at the Shell Service 
Station on the A45 eastbound at the 
Collingtree, East Hunsbury turn, over the 
last few weeks. 

The majority of the spending has taken 
place abroad in Thailand, Canada and South 
Africa. 

An investigation is already ongoing into 
144 cards at the Shell Service Station on the 
A5 at Paulerspury near Towcester. 

Shortly after these cards were used at the 
station, they were then fraudulently used at 
locations across the world including Canada, 
South Africa and Ghana. 

A burglary took place at the service station 
in Paulerspury on Saturday, January 10 at 
about 12.20am and the card machine reader 
was stolen. 

Inquiries at both service stations are 
continuing and detectives are liaising with 
the banks as well as Shell. 

Officers are also advising people to check 
their bank statements. 

Exactly how the cards were compromised 
is under investigation at both premises. 

Anyone who thinks their card has been 
misused over the past weeks should contact 
their bank and also Northamptonshire 
Police. 

Detective Sergeant Colin Cummings, 
Northamptonshire West Crime Investigation 
Unit, said: “These types of incidents are 
extremely rare in the county but we are 
doing everything we can to track down the 
offenders. 

“Some basic advice is to always be cautious 
when paying for goods. Never ever give your 
card details to someone else and always put 
your card into a chip and PIN machine 
yourself. 

“If you think someone is watching you or 
there is a camera on the premises watching 
the payment machines alert the authorities. 

“Question any suspicious activity and 
always be alert when paying for your goods.”

Back at her day job, yesterday, Wednesday, 
manager Sophie Dane reckoned they’d got the 
chance to do the programme after they showed up 
on Google for having been named Britain’s Best

She said: “They invited us down and we knew 
we were going to do a cook-off with a celebrity chef 
but they didn’t say who it was

I would like to say a very big 
thank you to the people who took 
cat food to Abington Park Vets, 
and would like to put out a plea 
for more waterproof shelters for 
the cats as I now have eleven 
areas where I provide food for 
these needy creatures.

I THINK Manchester City FC 
have learnt this week that 
money can’t buy you 
everything. 

Their bid to sign Brazilian footballer 
Kaka for what’s reported to be a total of 
more than £200million was kicked into 
touch by the superstar who has opted to 
stay at his current club AC Milan. 

If he had put pen to paper it would’ve 
smashed the current record transfer fee 
for a footballer and he would’ve become 
the highest paid player in the world 
earning more in a week than some 
people will earn after ten years hard 
graft. 

Any fan of the sport knows it’s big 
business and ridiculous amounts of 
cash are paid out for players because 
not only do the clubs reap the benefits 
of having the person to play on the pitch 
for each match (unless they’re part of a 
squad rotation system, it’s obviously too 
much to ask some of these multi-million 
pound valued athletes to play more 
than one lot of 90 minutes in a week) 
they can also make money selling the 
merchandise with their name on, more 
people will want to go and see the 
player in action and so on. 

There’s an obvious split in the 
Premier League between the haves and 
have nots. 

The teams who can afford to spend 
what they like and are usually in the 
top half of the table and the rest who 
have to be slightly more careful about 
what they spend (although still 
spending millions of pounds, we’re not 
talking about pennies here).

If these Premier League clubs (and 
we’re not just talking Man City here, 
there are plenty of others who splash 
the cash when the transfer window 
opens) really want to spend so much 
money, why can’t they put it to better 
use for the benefit of all? 

Maybe they could put it towards 
lower level, grassroots teams. 

If those clubs had better facilities, 
more coaches, then the clubs at the top 
would have the chance to pluck 
someone from obscurity and make them 
a star. 

There’d still be plenty of interest, it 
would attract the player’s family, 
friends and people from his hometown 
to visit the ground and watch the 
matches. 

The rags to riches style story could 
turn them into a superstar and the club 
would get the benefit of making the 
dream come true. 

Wouldn’t that be more rewarding in 
the long run?

He went to Northampton Grammar School, 
now Northampton School for Boys and after, 
at the age of 14, Mill Hill School in London 
(on scholarship), where he studied 
mathematics, physics, and chemistry. 

Crick was a theoretical molecular biologist 
and played an important role in research 
related to revealing the genetic code. 

One of Francis’s living relatives still 
lives in Northampton. 

Brian Dickens, 71, owns Dickens Bros 
Ltd (leather manufacturers) in Kettering 
Road. 

Brian’s mother Winifred was Francis’s 
aunt. 

Mr Dickens sees the importance of the 
statue. 

He said: “The town needs to recognise 
the importance of this and are now 
starting to do so.” 

He added: “Although Francis worked in 
the USA from 1976 he 
sounded very English. He had 
strong views on all sorts of 
things and a penetrating 
manner of making his point 
with a shrill laugh. 

“Although he was capable 
of the most intense 
concentration of thought (it 
was said he could think in 
three ways at once - in words, 
algebra and in visual images) 
he could switch off and 
become great company and 
always fun to be with. 

“His proudest award was 
the Order of Merit. He 
worked on his earthly mission 
- science - to the day he died.” 

Francis passed away on 
July 28, 2004 aged 88 in San 
Diego, California, 

after suffering with colon 
cancer.

She said: “I first became 
involved with the idea of a 
memorial to Francis Crick 
when at a planning meeting 
we were discussing ways of 
putting Northampton ‘on the 
map’ and I suggested 
Francis Crick. 

“It seemed to me that here 
we had someone who had 
achieved one of the most 
remarkable discoveries of our 
time, one that had been 
shown to have far reaching 
and endless possibilities and 
one that was benefiting the 
entire world in one way or 
another. 

“Thankfully Northampton 
Borough Council saw the 
importance of Francis Crick’s 
discovery and realised how 
proud we should be, as a 
town, of one of its most 
celebrated sons. And helped

by the Wilson Foundation, moved forward 
and erected the monument which is 
now in the centre of Abington 
Street. I hope that there will 
be many school children and 
others who seeing this 
memorial will be sufficiently 
interested to go into the 
library and find out more 
about this wonderful 
achievement.”

Blitz pays off 

Re ports of shoplifting down by 18 per cent 


THE season of goodwill 
was a little more 
apparent than in 

previous years in 

Northampton as there 
was an 18 per cent drop 
in shoplifting offences 
over the Christmas 
period. 

Northamptonshire Police, 
Northampton Borough Council 
and the Northampton Retail 
Crime Initiative (NRCI), took 
part in a Christmas anti-crime 
operation from November 17 to 
January 4. 

Figures show there were 59 
reports of shoplifting offences, 
compared with 72 the previous 
year and 92 in 2006. 

Sergeant Matt Phillips, from 
the town centre safer 
community team, who led the 
operation, said: “We are very 
pleased to achieve such a big 


reduction in shop theft 
especially when you bear in 
mind that last year’s operation 
saw an equally significant 
decrease. 

“The 18 per cent reduction 
was achieved through 
partnership work. It is only with 
the support of CCTV, the NRCI, 
retailers and their security staff 
that the Police can make a 
difference.” 


Sgt Phillips added: “I think 
those who live and work in the 
town centre will be satisfied 
with the reduction. Overall 
crime in the town is down by 
12.5 per cent which hopefully 
will reassure visitors to the town 
that Northampton is a safe place 
to shop and work in.”

'You have to be careful so 
you’ve got to give him plenty 
of time in the car and make 
sure he is happy and 
comfortable in the car 
because he is the boss.” 

Gavin says there are 
several differences between 
Le Mans, where he has 
tasted victory in his class on four 
occasions, and the event at Daytona. 

“They are quite different beasts,” he 
said. “Le Mans is seen as a classic 
whereas Daytona is seen as the 
American version. 

“Daytona is quite unique because 
we’re driving on a certain amount of the 
banking. We drive on a couple of miles 
of that before going onto the infield 
section which is quite challenging. 

“Le Mans is just as challenging but 
even more so because it is not lit all the 
way around. But you can never take 
away the challenge of doing a 24 hour 


race. 

Daytona is regarded as the home of 
NASCAR, the most popular form of 
motorsport in the USA, and several of 
the series’ drivers, including 2008 
champion Jimmie Johnson, will be 
competing in the 24 hour race. 

Following this weekend Gavin will 
begin preparations for the new ALMS 
season which starts at Sebring on 
March 21. He will also return to Le 
Mans in June to attempt to reclaim the 
GT1 crown in his Corvette.

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EQUINE SWIMMING POOL GAINS 

INDUSTRY AWARD 

Earlier this year Moulton College opened the Equine Veterinary 
Practice and Therapy Centre. The new £1.7m purpose-built facility is 
second to none in the Region and has been awarded a Certificate of 
Approval from the British Racing Authority. 


Only facilities that hold this award are permitted to swim 
horses that are in training and this award is only granted 
to a limited number of pools nationally. 

The veterinary practice operates in partnership with 
Oakham Veterinary Hospital, a long established and 
highly regarded practice specialising in the diagnosis 
and treatment of horses. 

Alongside the veterinary practice the Therapy suite 
provides state-of-the-art facilities including a large 
hydrotherapy pool which is fitted with water jets, Aqua 
Treadmill, Spa and solarium, all of which are available 
to assist the recovery and fitness of client’s horses from 
all disciplines. 

Case Studies: 

Dechlan begins new life as a racehorse and 
Will-o-the-Wisp begins her eventing training 

Dechlan, an eight year old thoroughbred, was referred 
by Oakham vets last November to the Moulton College 
Equine Therapy Centre following a kissing spine 
operation. He received intense Hydrotherapy and 
Physiotherapy - using the Aqua Treadmill and the Vet 
Wave Electrotherapy machine. Dechlan also needed to 
regain his confidence and adjust to working under 
saddle correctly so ridden exercises were also 
incorporated into his regime. On successful completion 
of his therapies he completed 6 weeks roadwork and 
then proceeded onto a professional race horse trainers 
yard in Lambourn. His Trainer is extremely pleased 


with him and hopes to have him on the racetrack in the 
next few months. 

Will-o- the-Wisp who at 5 is young event horse was 
referred following Arthroscopic surgery to herstifle. She 
was treated using the Aqua Treadmill to strengthen her 
hocks, quarters and back and ridden exercises to 
improve her posture in order for her to develop muscle 
and increase suppleness. She had been a difficult mare 
previously, proving to be negative in her work. Now, a 
month on, her owner is delighted with her - “She is 
doing fantastically well. Will-o-the-Wisp is a completely 
different horse, less argumentative and more willing. 
Her whole body shape and way of going has changed! 
She is now going into training with a British Eventing 
Accredited Coach.”

If you have an interest in horses and would like to improve 
your qualifications and opportunities for getting a job - or 
are thinking of a career change, then Moulton College may 
be able to help.

Getting to the Top with Trees 


Moulton students studying the BTEC National Diploma 
in Arboriculture have always enjoyed working towards 
a qualification that is well regarded and respected in the 
arboricultural industry. In addition to the National 
Diploma qualification, learners benefit from training and 
assessment in National Proficiency Test Council (NPTC) 
qualifications; these are essential requirements for 
anyone wishing to work in commercial arboriculture. 
Traditionally students worked towards First Aid, Manual 
Handling, Health and Safety and specific tree work 
related qualifications, such as CS30 - Maintain and 
Operate Chainsaws, CS31 - Fell Small Trees and CS38 
- Climb Trees and Perform Aerial Rescue. 

Now the range of opportunities has been extended to 
include training and assessment in the use of 
Brushwood Chippers and Stump Grinders, as these are 
increasingly required by arboricultural employers. All full 
time students receive training at no extra charge; 
students who are under 19 years old also undertake the 
assessments for free. 

The portfolio of qualifications, duties and work 


experience gained by Moulton students gives them a 
head start in the job market once they have achieved 
their professional qualifications. This is not only due to 
the wide range of training and assessment programmes 
available, but also the strong links that the College’s 
arboriculture staff have with industry. These links have 
enabled lecturers to help their students find 
arboricultural work experience and the placements have 
often resulted in permanent employment. 

Full time arboriculture students are not the only people 
to benefit from the wide range of training opportunities 
at Moulton College. Individuals wishing to further their 
career in arboriculture, may attend practically based 
short courses to receive training towards formal 
qualifications or ‘licenses to practice’. Many have gone 
on to enjoy successful careers in tree work or set up 
their own tree surgery businesses. Employees of 
established companies also attend Moulton College in 
order to update their skill set.

Those who have already started 
their fitness campaign, may be 
feeling the aches and pain 
associated with a new exercise 
regime.

Loughborough University during her undergraduate and 
Master’s degrees. “I was never an outstanding athlete at 
school as a lot of the sports we did were largely skills related.

This is how I first became interested in the 
area of pain and sport. “
